Raise Outlook 
Gloomy for 


Police, Firemen 


Members of the Albany City 
Council in a meeting preceding 
the regular session Monday night 
in essen-e told representatives of 
the police and fire departments 
that they know their salaries 
should be raised to conform with 
{those in neighboring communi- 
ties, but there no money for 
sa'ary increases 

At the time of the budget hear- 
ings in June, fire and police per- 
sonnel sa’aries were four per 
eent behind neighboring ‘cities. 
The Council could find no way to 
finance raises then and promised 
to review the situation the first 
of the year. There is still no way 
to finance it, and by now Albany 
salaries are lagging nine per cent 
behind neighboring cities. 

The Council explained the grad- 
ual depletion in reserves, caused 
by expenditures exceeding reve- 
|nue. From a reserve of $122,886 
in 1957-58, it has dipped to $33,- 
890 in 1961-62, with a projected 

arryover for 1962-63 of $18,400 
if all revenues expected are met.
